Ways of making 1976 “the 
year of Zionism and Isreel” were 
discussed by members of the Gov- 
ernment and of the World Zionist 
Organization Daggett in pre- 
paration for the Jerusalem Con- 
ference of Jewish Solidarity to 
be held at the Knesset next 
month. 

The joint coordinating committee, 
led by Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and including about half of 
his Cabinet, Jewish Agency Acting 
Executive Chairman Arye Dubin 
and Agency Director-General Moshe 
Rivlin, reached a consensus on 
strategy and procedure for the Inter- 
national Jewish conference. 

Or December 4, the day follow- 
ing the opening, the 150 foreign 
participants and the Israeli repre- 
sentatives from the Cabinet, the 
WZO and Zionist parties, will split 
up among five working groups. 
Each will concentrate on alyia, 
fundraising, information campaigns, 
settlement and other topics to make 
concrete proposals to the confe- 
rence plenum. The 2im of the con- 
ference is to give Diaspora Jews 
an opportunity to express their 
Jewishness and their Zionism, say 
the organizers, 

If successful, the conference 
would stimulate: A new wave of 
immigration and pi to In 
rael; young people for Bar Mitzva 
visits, summer camps and a year 
of service; college students learn- 
ing in Israeli universities; settle 
ment in development towns; rele- 


vant programmes of Jewish edu- 
cation: and stronger Unks between 
Jews and Christians who support 
Israel. 

Meanwhile, 5,000 new immigrants 
living in absorption centres around 
the country have written some 
50,000 personal letters to their 
friends and relatives abroad, des- 
ecribing their experiences and en- 
couraging them to immigrate 85 
well. 

At a meeting with high-ranking 
Christian clergy this week, Reli- 
gicus Affairs Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
ῬΆΒΔΟΙ expressed his amazement at 
the silence of the world Christian 
community in the face of the UN's 
anti-Zionist resolution. 

Among those groups and insti- 
tutions who have expressed de- 
nunciation of the UN vote are the 
Hadassah-Hebrew University Medi- 
cal Centre, women’s organizations 
affiliated with the Jewish National 
Fund, the United Synagogue of 
America and the Technion.

— Unemployment 
in Britain rose to 5 per cent of 
the work force this month, with 
1,168,891 Britons out of work — 
the highest monthly total since 
World War I, the Department of 
Employment announced yesterday.

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Interesting youth in 


spending some time 
in a developing area

“I WOULD like to stay in Israel a lit- 
tle longer, somewhere other than on 
4 kibbutz, but if I want to work I will 
have to change my status. If I do 
that, I will be using up my time for 
immigrant’s rights when I'm still 
single and don't need most of them. 
What will happen if I go back to the 
U.S. and then come to settle here 
later? I won't have any rights. I 
better not take any chances." 

For years, this argument has 
been the stumbling block faced by 
Tour V'aleh officials when they tried 
to persuade young people to remain 
in Israel for a while after finishing a 
kibbutz ulpan or a volunteer 
programme. Finally, a solution has 
been found. The Ministry of the 
Interior has agreed to allow young 
people to work here for six months 
while keeping their tourist status, if 
such ἃ young person is recommend- 
ed by Tour V‘aleh. 

““We want to interest some of these 
young people in spending six months 
in a development town," says Allan 
Pakes, Tour V'aleh's director of ab- 
sorption services for tourists. 
“There are about 4,000 young people 
between the ages of 18 and 30 who 
are here on kibbutzim or on other 
organized programmes and might 
be interested in staying if they didn't 
have to commit themselves to 
anything permanent. Of course, 
there are also young people who 
come on their own and they, too, 

would be eligible for our new 
programme if they are single, fit into 
the age group and are ulpan 
graduates." 

The final details of the plan have 
not yet been worked out. Basically. 
however, it is hoped to send groups 


of ten young people to development 
towns where they will work in fac- 
tories and also be involved in com- 
munjty work — which could be 
anything from tutoring children ‘in 
English to working at community 
centres and sports club. 

“Of course, the towng will have to 
be carefully chosen. Carmiel will 
probably be the first because it will 
be easier for the young peopie to in- 
tegrate there socially. However, the 
fact is that we have six kids working 
in Beisan which everyone would 
probably consider one of the most 
difficult towns for a project like this, 
and they are doing a beautiful job 
and getting along fine." 

Unskilled work 

I asked Mr. Pakes if he thinks 
these young people — moxt of whom 
have had some college training — 
would be willing to do unskilled fac- 
tory work. “It isn't sophisticated and 
it doesn't attract people as a career. 
But the same kid who picked 
oranges at a kibbutz can pack them 
at a plant. I have spoken to some 
already and they are enthusiastic. 
Since it is only a six-month commit- 
ment, the type of work doesn't 
bother them. ἢ Νὴ

THE HISTADRUT, despite the ma- 
jor role it has played in furthering 
the concept of development towns, 
has had to slow down the pace of its 
work there of late due to lack of 
funds. . 

“There are those in the economy 
who claim we are not doing 
enough,"” says Aharon Harel, head! 
of the Labour Federation's 
Organization Department. But, he 
goes on to explain, the Histadrut sec- 
tor of the economy does not receive 
State support and in financing its 
projects is thus limited to its own 
resources — which in the present 
situation are proving inadequate. 

Development towns, Mr. Hare) 
notes, are the first to be hit when 
less-than-ful] employment develops 
in the economy, due hoth to their 
economic structure in generaland to 
the fact that the “last in, fit our" 
principle naturally means new im- 
migrants are most vulnerable. The 
loca] labour councils, as the main 
agency for finding alternative 
employment, are the first address 
the newly unemployed turn to, he 
continues. And, as the Histadrut is 
aware that unemployment for new 
immigrants endangers further im- 
migration, it has taken measures to 
eushion the shock.

THE EDUCATION Ministry — 
which has always sought to raise the 
level of the educationally weaker 
sections of the population — has a 
new, many-pronged programme for 
the development towns this year. 
But this will be realized in full only if 
enough experienced teachers take 
up the challenge of working in the 
development towns. Those who app- 
ly to the Ministry's regional of- 
fices will find there ia also a wide 
range of benefits involved, in hous- 
ing, professional advancement and 
opportunities for further study. 

The programme — ‘Project 
ssetterment"’ — has already had a 
year's running-in, and will this year 
be applied to 28 development 
towns) and low-income city 
neighbourhoods, under a special ap- 
propriation of IL120m. [15 main aim, 
as authorized by the Ministers’ Com- 
mittee on Betterment, is to raise the 
educational and cultural level In the 
development towns through wiping 
out the existing connection 
between school achievement on the 
one hand and social and ethnic iden- 
tity on the other. 

In pedagogica] language, this 
means deepening pupils' knowledge 
and competence, developing in- 
tellectual ability and emotional 
development, and imparting values 
and self-development to “difficult” 
children, 

(It should be noted here that these 
have all along been goals of the 
Ministry's work, and there are many 
existing projects in this field. The in- 
novation in Project Betterment is in 
concentrating the effort on a limited 
number of settlements.) 

How is all this to be achieved? The 

rogramme covers: 
sah Pre-school education — with 
‘emphasis on assuring normal 
development in children aged three 
to four. This will include intensive 

uidance for parents and 
‘kindergarten teachers. 

e Formal education — including 
curriculum enrichment, with the 
help of aids such as laboratories and 


, pedagogical centres. 


« Youth education — to care for’ 


youths aged 12-16 who have had dif- 
ficulty following the normal 
curriculum. 

* High school pupils and retur- 
ning soldiers — who will be given a 
second Chance to undertake or com- 
picte their high-school or vocationa)- 
schuol studies, and will be helped on 
te university or teachers-seminary 
with scholarships, dormitory space 
and so forth. : 

In addition to the above, the pro- 
ject involves integrated community 
education in the development towns. 
One of the aims of this is to train 
local leadership for the towns’ in- 
stitutions and schools. 

Besides Project Betterment, the 
Ministry 15 continuing with its 
regular betterment programmes In 
the development towns. One of the. 
most significant of these is one which 
encourages development town youth 
to become teachers, In return for un- 
dertaking to teach for five years in 
the towns on graduation, 
beneficiaries of this programme get 
full financial support, enabling them 
to concentrate on their studies 
without the need to take on outside 
work. Last year some 170 
development town yungsters sign- 
ed up for the programme. 


Experimental ideas 


Because of the development 
towns’ enormous {mportance, the 
Ministry applies its newest 
programmes there without delay. It 
ls also using them to try out the 
newest experimental ideas in 
furthering formal and non-formal 
education, such as team teaching 
and cognitive development. 

In addition, the towns benefit from 
the Ministry's Art for the People 
Programme, their public libraries 
are being expanded, and an effort is 
being made to turn their schools into 
commi centres that will be ac- 
tive tl the afternoon and even- 
ing. The Ministry is certain that all 
this effort will ensure educators of 
almost limitless opportunities to do 
effective work in the development 
towns. 


Information Centre gets 
all the facts across 


THE ‘SIXTIES were a time of inten- 
sive development, and this included 
the development towns. Many 
dwellings were put up in them, and 
many new residents brought in — 
most of them new immigrants, who 
were employed initially in casual 
labour. 

To provide permanent employ- 
ment for this new population the 
Government saw to it that factories 
were put up. But to increase the cam- 
petence of the new workers — and 
the social stability of the new towns 
— it became desirable to bring in 
skilled manpower and veteran 
settiers from the old areas of settle- 
ment. To encourage this, a special 
centre for Direction to Development 
‘Towns came into being in 1961, first 
as part of the Housing Ministry and 
since 1969 as part of the Ministry of 
Labour. 

The centre coordinates all the in- 
centives offered by the Government 
to those veteran settlers who take up 
its offer to move.to the development 
towns. Among other things, it helps 
those who are giving the towns a 
year's trial by arranging housing for 
them and ἃ year’s unpaid leave from 
their regular jobs. 

The centre also keeps a close eye 
on the current job situation in each 
town, and can provide applicants 
with up-to-date information on 
business and industrial oppor- 
tunities, the medical, school and 
cultural situation, and the state of 
other services.

ALL OF Israel's major political parties are in a state of 
transition or disarray. The Liberal Party, whose convention 
opened last night, is no exception. ee rd 

Tt too is creaking under a leadership group that is in process 
of vacating its hold, but with πο orale fresh replacement 

ἃ bring the party out of its torpor. 
ee Bhan ried to take the party by storm, but after 
the Yom Kippur War tired of the effort and the inevitable 
resistance that emerged. Elimelech Rimalt, the outgoing chair- 
man, in his own way showed flashes of independence, but 
never with sufficient flare or bite to capture the imagination 
of any but his close supporters. ᾿ ᾿ 

‘He shook the Likud last year el spanking ἢ out in favour 
of interim agreements as a way tow ieving a peace 
settlement, and never accepted the premise that his party 
should confine itself to economic issues, while the Liberals 
partner Herut should be the foreign policy spokesman. — 

‘He even questioned the wisdom of establishing the Likud 
partnership, but only after its lack of wisdom was clear 
to all. Certainly if it were up to the Liberals the Likud 
would have remained in the National Unity Government. 

Though the future of the Likud, as such, is not on the 
convention's agenda, it will be an underlying theme 
of all discussion. With Hernt itself in the doldrums as a 
result of financial bankruptcy, inert political ideas, and 8 
failing leadership, the Liberals cannot hope that the Likud 
will become a viable opposition bloc, capable of challenging 
Labour. Yet at the same time they are not ready to 
risk a breach with Herut, or the Likud's junior partners, and 
go to the polls alone. ᾿ 

There are those in the party who argue that it should 
indeed accept this risk, appeal to the electorate directly 
and establish its true strength under a more dynamic leader- 
ship. 

But there are no signs that the party will be able to 
shake itself loose from its present benign image and strategy. 
Few in the leadership think this urgent, fewer still believe 
they could come away from such electoral exposure unscathed. 

The results is not only a feeble party, but a feeble political 
opposition, which is no cause for rejoicing either by the 
parties in power or by the nation as a whole.

Organization (PLO) to be pre- 
sent (to which Israel and the 
United States are opposed). It 
should be stressed in this con- 
nection that the Geneva peace 
conference is governed by 
Security Council resolutions 242 
and 338, both of which deal with 
governments in the region and 
not the PLO. The question of 
whether the Security Council 
would respond to Syria's 
manoeuvres to have those two 
resolutions amended largely 
depends on the two superpowers. 

The U.S. has often stated that 
it would oppose any changes in 
the Security Council resolutions 
designed to incorporate the 
PLA, so long as the latter move- 


Curses, foiled again! 


A “STUERMER" CARICATURE, 
which would havé gladdened the 
hob-nailed heart of the late Gauleiter 
of Franconia, was projected into our 
living rooms last week as Israel TV 
screened David Lean’s 1948 version 
of “Oliver Twist." 

When the film was first released, 
Alec Guiness’ portrayal of the Jew, 
Fagin, as a vile and disgusting 
creature, resembling nothing so 
much as an egg-bound pterodactyl, 
provoked such a storm of protest 


. from Jewish organisations — 


Hitler's *‘Tausend} Reich" 
had only closed shop three years 
previously — that it was banned in a 
number of places. -σ 

In a way, though’ the Israel 
Broadcasting Authority was only 
running true to form. One of the first 
programmes chogen to inaugurate 
the TV service in 1968 was an hour 
long jollification by the Don 
Cossacks Choir in their own in- 
imitable version of Knees Up Mother 
Brown. Radio audiences, too, are 
regularly treated to the songs of 
Miriam Makeba who, though once 
friendly to Israel, now promptly 
funnels the royalties she receives 
from Israel into the coffers of the 
PLO. 
May we look forward to seeing 
such masterpieces of the cinema as 
Veit Harlan’s “Jud Suss” and Fritz 
Heppler's '‘Der ewige Jude" in the 
not-too-distant future — preferably 
before the posters for “The Night 
Porter" disappear from our streets? 
At this very moment, our TV 
authorities may be negotiating for 
the rights to some spectacular, 
perhaps “The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion — On Ice." 


DICKENS, EVER GENEROUS, 
Gave us two villains for the price of 
one in “Oliver Twist." Bill Sikes, 
however, was portrayed by Robert 
Newton without the aid of grotesque 
make-up, relying entirely on his 
celebrated cheek-twitching and eye- 
rolling to play the part of Nancy's 
murderer. Newton must have been 
the only actor in the whole history of 
the theatre who could simultaneous- 
ly roll one eye clockwise and the 
other widdershins to convey great 
emotions in his bosom. 

The true test of a villain is 
whether or not he enjoys his work 
and, in ‘The Black Book of Villains" 
(David and Charles), Janet Pate has 
examined some of the most 
celebrated scoundrels in fiction, 
chosen by this rule-of-thumb 
method. 

A number of them are Jews, 
ranging from George du Maurier'a 
“Svengali to Ian Fieming*s “Gold- 
finger.” 
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ment continues to deny Israel's 
existence.

According to Du Maurier, the hyp- 
notist Svengali's features were “‘of 
Jewish aspect. well-featured but 
sinister,"’ and he wore a black beard 
“which grew almost from under his 
eyelids."’

Goldfinger is one of the modern 
breed of sophisticated villains whose 
eyes flash with a cold, glittering 
light, and who are never more 
sinister than when they are icily 
polite. The prototype is Rupert of 
Hentzau, from Anthony Hope's ‘'The 
Prisoner of Zenda,"" who “went 
about Satan's work with a smile in 
his eye and a song on his lip."" 


THEY USUALLY ‘come to sticky 
ends. Carver Doone is sucked down 
into the Black Exmoor mud (and it 
serves him right, for shooting Lorna 
as she stands ai the altar with John 
Ridd}; Professor Moriarty tumbles 
into the maelstrom at the foot of the 
Reichenbach Falis; Captain Hook is 
finally gobbled up by the crocodile 
who had his arm for hors d'oeuvres; 
Godfrey Ablewhite (in ‘'The 
Moonstone”) is smothered with a 
pillow by even more sinister Orien- 
tals; Simon Legree dies horribly of 
the DTs; and Dom Claude Frollo is 
thrown from the roof of Notre Dame. 

Villainy doesn't seem to be the 
sort of career that I could honestly 
recommend to any youth about to 
start his way in life. 


JANET PATE's fine collection of 
rogues includes such all-time 
favourites 88 Fu Manchu, Chauvelin, 
the Sheriff of Nottingham, Sweeney 
Todd, Carl Peterson, Bluebeard, 
Dracula, Squire Thornhill! 
(Goldsmith's prototype wicked 
squire), Injun Joe and Harry 
Flashman (the bully of ‘Tom 
Brown's Schooldays,"" who has 
recently been revived as the anti- 
here of 2 number of novela by 
George Macdonald Fraser).

These observers have noted 
the remarks made on Monday by 
the Chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
Yitzhak Navon, who advocated 
an Israeli dialogue with any 
Palestinian bloc that would 
recognize Israel’s existence. 
While emphasizing this “diver-- 
sion'’ in Israeli policy, the 
observers evidently linked 
Navon's remarks with .the 
Palestinian deliberations going 
on in Washington and Moscow:

NOT LONG AGO WE were branded 
villains by the General Assembly of 
the United Nations.
